Description of tho croup from which this project has drawn and la to draw 
Its personnel ^ ~ 

this Is a circle, formed in Rumania In 1944, which planned to Influence 
the events in Rumania through the Veetcrn Pow ere. In expectation of a 
brack be tw e e n the west end Russia, this group formed a resistance movement 
aad cached Rumanian end German military equipment In the mountains In large 



quantities* When it bMiae apparent In 1945 and 1946 that the cold war 
would probably lest a considerable time before, If ever, the tine waa to 
ooms for war, the military parte of thia group were inactivated. the 
member* of the military elements were incorporated into civilian life* 

In order to proteot mnbers of the group and their oover, an organisation 
waa foneed for their protection* Thia proteotive element had the tank of 
placing ahoeen worker* in civilian, military, and governmental offices 
where they could be warned In advance of any danger ae well aa be la a 
position to study various trends • The Communist Party and organisations 
had a high priority In this penetration scheme* The fact that the group 
has remained unsoathed testifies to the wisdom of thia scheme* 

Tfttftf (see Projects #114 and #116)' during his two trips to Human la la 
1%7 end 48 established contact with this group through Its leaders. Ihlle 
he was bach in the west between those tripe, he was able to get a dear 
picture of this group from emigrant groups with which he talked. There can 
be no doubt that it is a group of Rumanian patriots cutting across all party 
groups (commies excluded) who have joined forces to present a united front 
against Communism. Re was also ahle to prove to his satis f motion that ^tlle 
this group doss have political contact with an emigrant group, it does not 
have any Intelligence contact with it* Any other intelligence contacts were 
denied, end no trace was found of them* (The Rational Sdle Group with which 
they are in political contact is not described*) 

mu* was told by the leaders of the group while on his second trip to 
RnaarfTs In 1948 that they were ready to put at hla disposal members of their 
group who were among the protective elements developed for the safety of 
their entire membership * Their motive was the recognition that the US is 
the strongest power with which they can ally themselves in the common fight 
against Communism* 

T&AJAI trained TOUO and KARA, who in turn trained the sub-agents • ill 
people assigned to this intelligence work by the circle in Roman t a immedi- 
ately cease to have anything to do with the circle. TORE) and RAW, as 
soon as their organising Is completed, will take no further active part 
in the intelligence collecting and forwarding aspect of the work, but 
take any steps necessary to secure their people if they receive warnings 
of coming blows from the Rumanian circle. A report of Key 1949 stated that 
this organisation and the schooling hare been completed* The sub-agents 
are act to have any contact with each other and are to limit their own 
direct contacts to five co-workers*
